ALLIES EXPECT $450, 000,000 
IN REICH ASSETS ABROAD 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
Liquidation of Germany's assets 
in neutral countries probably will 
yield about $450,000,000 for 18 Al- 
lied nations, Government officials 
estimate tentatively. Around $250,- 
000,000 will go to the United States 
and Britain, each entitled to 28 
per cent of all funds realized, 
under the Paris reparations agree- 
ment. 

Officials said they expect agree- 
ments with Spain and Portugal 
soon to add to the total now ac- 
cumulating from previous accords 
with Switzerland and Sweden. 

Russia will not share in the 
proceeds since at Potsdam it re- 
linquished all claim to these prop- 
erties in return for title to the 
Reich assets in BKomania, Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria.

The 
conferees—Molotov, Bevin, Secre- 
tary of State James F. Byrnes and 
representatives of France and 
China—agreed to meet again to- 
morrow on the veto question, 

British Propose 7 Rules. 

At today’s session Britain pro 
posed seven rules on which Bevin 
urged the great powers to agree 
voluntarily for limiting their vot- 
ing rights in the Security Council 
Byrnes formally proporced several 
similar agreements and Ambas- 
sador Wellington Koo of China 
made suggestions. along the same 
lines. 

French Representative Alexander 
Parodi said he had no particular 
written rules to offer, but that 
France favored strongly improv- 
ing the work of the Security Coun- 
cil by voluntary agreement. He 
attached special importance to al 
lowing any one of the five big 
powers to abstain from voting 
without having that count auto- 
matically as a veto. 

The Big Five meeting—a closed 
session—-took over temporarily the 
little nation fight on the veto 
from the U.N. General Assembly 
For the ministers of the United 
States, Britain, Russia and 
France, the issue added to their 
already heavy tasks—finishing the 
European satellite peace treaties 
and beginning German peace 
talks. , 

The formula of Big Five private 
talks was used when the U.N. 
charter was written at San Fran- 
cisco. 

The U.N. at Its meeting here 
was asked in a sense to sanction 
the procedure, France proposed 
that the General Assembly's po- 
litical and security committee drop 
all veto discu sion today pending 
action by the Big Five conferees. 

In U.N. discussions all the 
great powers opposed any action 
now to strike the veto from the 
U.N, charter. Russia, however, 
has been: severely criticized by 
Britain for “abuse” of the veto 
and other mations have been 
hardly less outspoken in their 
criticism. 

Hope for Trieste Solution, 

The Big Four ministers resumed 
their peacemaking at a meeting 
this afternoon. They were to re- 
ceive from their deputies the lat- 
est draft of a tentative agreement 
on the extent of future Security 
Council contro] over the proposed 
free territory of Trieste. 

As the Big Four 
returned to discussion of the 
Italian peace treaty, diplomats 
held high hope that one issue— 
Trieste—might be near settlement 
at last. They reported it probable 
that a break in the Trieste dead- 
lock was at hand, though it could 
be upset by Russian insistence on 
setting a deadline for Britain and 
the United States to pull their 
troops out of Trieste. 

If the deadlock is broken as 
quickly as some éxpect, it should 
allow the ministers to begin about 
midweek-—-as scheduled—their pre- 
liminary talks on

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 — The 
House Campaign Expenditures 
Committee expected to consider

Slaughter; as a member of the 
Rules Committee, blocked much of 
the legislation sought by President 
Truman and was defeated in the 
primary by Truman’s candidate, 
Enos Axtell. Axtell lost in the 
election this month to the Repub- 
lican candidate, Albert L. Reeves 
Jr. 

Prospect was that the committee 
would take no action. Chairman 
J. Percy Priest (Dem.), Tennessee, 
‘suggested to the Post-Dispatch 
that, since there was involved no 
‘question of the right of a House 
member to take his seat, the most 
the committee might do, if it found 
evidence of irregularities in the 
primary, was to refer the matter 
to prosecuting authorities for their 
consideration. 

Disposes of Other Cases, 

Earlier today the committee dis- 
posed of complaints which came 
from Florida and Georgia. In the 
Florida instance the committee 
found that complaints from two 
districts did not warrant further 
consideration. It decided to “re- 
ceive and file” the complaints and 
make them public, along with the 
reports of its investigators as part 
of the report which the committee 
will submit in January to the 
House. 

In the Georgia instance, the 
committee took no formal action, 
but accepted reports, indicating it 
would not act. 

Priest said he doubted the com- 
mitte would hold further hear- 
ings, although, he added, the 
group had investigators in Okla- 
homa City. The inquiry there, he 
said, was not initiated on any for- 
mal complaint, but was made be- 
‘eause it was one of the areas 
‘where informal reports had been 
received of expenditure of much 
money to influence the election.

From American Action, Inc., the 
super right-wing counterpart of 
the CIO-PAC, the committee has 
now received the information 
American Action’s chairman, Ed- 
ward A, Hayes of Chicago, said he 
‘was unable to give it when he ap- 
peared before the committee, sev- 
etal weeks before the election.

Lewis's Action ‘Unlawful.’ 

In a brief seeking the tempo- 
rary restraining order, the Gov- 
ernment contended that Lewis's 
contract termination notice “is 
unlawful” because: 

1. “It constitutes a breach of 
the obligations assumed by the

Scope of Order. 

According to the Justice Depart- 
ment, Judge Goldsborough’s order 
today restrained Lewis and the 
UMW from “breaching any of 
their obligations under” the Krug- 
Lewis agreement, and “from co- 
ercing, instigating, inducing or en- 
eouraging the mine workers at the 
bituminous coal mines in the Gov- 
ernment’s possession, or any of 
them, or any person, to interfere 
by strike, slowdown, walkout, ces- 
gation of work or otherwise, with 
the operation of said mines by 
continuing in effect the aforesaid 
notice or by issuing any notice of 
termination of agreement or 
through any other means or de- 
vice: and from interfering with or 
obstructing the exercise by the 
Secretary of the Interior of his 
functions under executive order 
"9728: and from taking any action 
which would interfere with this 
court's jurisdiction, or which 
would impair, obstruct, or render 
fruitiess, the determination of 
this case by the court.” 

Executive order 9728 is the order 
of the President seizing the 3300 
bituminous coal mines in last 
apring'’s strike, May 22.

ATHENS, Nov. 18 (AP)—Greek 
fighter planes and relief troops 
were reported today to have joined 
battle with guerrilla bands mak- 
ing their third attack in five days 
on Archanghelos, west of ravaged 
Skra near the Yugoslav border. 

Salonika dispatches in Athens 
newspapers quoted a communique 
as saying the attackers came from 
across the border and penetrated 
Greek defenses about a mile and 
a quarter. 

The relief column sped to the 
village, the report continued, in- 
flicted heavy casualties on the 
band and left the battlefield lit- 
tered with dead. 

A Salonika dispatch quoted a 
Greek Third Army spokesman as 
describing the fighting as “a full 
scale military operation” on a 
seven-mile front, the end of which 
was tied to the Yugoslav border. 

He said the “invading forces” 
were far stronger than at first 
believed and admitted they were 
“entrenched along a solid line” 
about the base of Mount Jena.

‘allowance made to the landlord for 
| the difference in value of the 
‘franc which had been devalued by 
the Government. The controls 
were applied equally to all houses 
built after 1914. 

Despite the undoubted protec- 
tion given the citizen by these 
controls it must be admitted that 
rent ceilings have made an unfor- 
tunate contribution to the chronic 
housing shortages in France. In- 
vestors and builders were not at- 
tracted to the low return on capi- 
ta] offered by the controlled real 
estate business. Rather than sink 
their money into building at a 
small interest and a long term 
amortization, they sought out 
more lucrative industries. As a 
consequence France has never had 
a real surplus of homes. 

The devastation of the bomb- 
ines in World War II, particular- 
ly in the Channel invasion areas, 
has produced an acute housing

doing so. Rents can only be raised 
by law and the last such adjust- 
ment was promulgated in Septem- 
ber 1945, allowing an increase of 
10 per cent on houses built after 
1914 and 15 per cent on those built 
prior to that date, 

Tenants are given legal protec- 
tion in addition to police aid. A 
Tenants Federation represents all 
tenants and provides free legal 
service, 

At present, all leases are frozen 
and a tenant cannot be evicted 
on expiration of the lease, which 
automatically renews at the fixed 
celling. In France the tenant al 
ways had the legal priority for 
renewal which he could exercise 
within six months of expiration 
date. No French landlord can rent 
an apartment to a new tenant at 
a higher price because of the rent 
ceilings and the lease priority of 
the tenant. 

Cancellation of leases because of 
non-payment or noisy, undesirable 
conduct on the part of the tenants 
may be effected in France, but 
the landlord must prove his case 
before a justice of the peace.

Now all three 
are doing shovel work because their par- 
ticular unions decided there were 
enough bricklayers, carpenters and truck 
drivers. 

What kind of a country is this, if a 
person has a trade which he spent years 
developing and is kept from working at 
it by a gang of union racketeers? Why 
should just a select few keep good men 
from entering a trade? 

Why don’t Missouri and Illinois wake 
up, as some of the other states have 
done. and let the people vote on the 
closed shop issue? Then everyone would 
have a fair chance, and skill and ambi- 


tion would be rewarded.

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Breakdown in Education 


“Teaching.” says a report of the Missouri State 


' Teachers’ Association, “is no longer a profession 


but a procession out of the teaching ranks.” To 
halt this exodus before it becomes a debacle, the 
State's teachers have gone on record in favor of 
Federal financial aid to schools. 

A scare statement? A resolution of alarmists? 

The facts behind the question provide ample 
answer. In Missouri alone, 1560 schools have 
closed their doors in the last five years. In the 
last four years, seven out of every 10 rural school 
teachers have quit their desks and gone to other 
work. School consolidation can account for only 
a small percentage. 

The reason in nine cases out of every 10 is 
the obvious one—the pittance pay which teach- 
ers receive for their work. The same report of 
the Missouri Teachers’ Association shows that 
the average annual salary for a rural school 
teacher is $1020, while that for a city teacher is 
$1562. Pay averages such as these aren't far 
above the guarantees of the Federal minimum 
wage law. And so teachers are leaving Missouri 
schools for jobs that pay them better. 

What is happening in Missouri is happening 
all over the United States. Lois MacFarland, 
who taught high-school English and history for 
seven years in Collingswood, N. J., tells her 
story in the Saturday Evening Post. One of the 
350,000 teachers who have quit in the last five 
years, tells why in these words: 

Because today teaching is the most under- 
paid and underappreciated of the learned 
professions, because teachers are looked 
upon as social] misfits or silly old maids and 
because many teachers feel that the condi- 
tions under which they must operate do not 
permit them to do a real job of teaching. 

Three hundred and fifty thousand is equal 
to more than one-third of all the teachers 
now. employed in public sghool systems. 
You can’t ignore that many as a bunch of 
screwballs. The teachers playing hookey 
today include a tragically large proportion 
of the most able, devoted and experienced 
people in the profession. 

Indeed, when we look around the country, we 
find that bad as the situation in Missouri is, it 
is much worse in other places. The average 
teacher in White County, Tennessee, earned $936 
last year. In Birmingham, Ala., one of the more 
prosperous of Southern cities, a teacher with a 
college degree starts out at $1035. The mini- 
mum for professional employes in the Federal 
Government is $2640 and the average is $4100. 

If this is the situation today, what is it going 
to be tomorrow? Here is one indication: in 
1920, one college student out of four enrolled 
in a teachers’ college and became a teacher, In 
1930, the proportion was down to one in six, 
Last year, only one in 14 planned to be a teacher. 
The implications are depressingly clear. 

Americans like to think of their country as 
the land of opportunity, and compared with the 
rest of the world it is such a land. But it lacks 
woefully being the land of equal opportunity in 
education which it should be. Consider these 
data by the National Education Association: 

2,000,000 American children between the 
ages of 6 and 15 were not in school last 


year. ; 

3,000,000 adults have never attended any 
kind of school. 

10,000,000 adults have had so little school- 
ing that they are virtual illiterates—they 
cannot read and write well enough to meet 
the demands of modern life. 


The same N.E.A, is authority for the state- 


ment that we pay six times as much for our 


peacetime Army and Navy as we pay for edu- 
cation of our 25,000,000 children and youths; 
that we pay an annual liquor bill more than 
twice our bill for education. 

Here is a national problem of grave propor- 
tions. The very basis of self-government in the 
United States is an educated citizenty. Our free 
public school system, a shining American con- 
tribution to Western civilization, is the chief 
means to such a body of citizens. If public edu- 
cation breaks down, the nation is imperiled. 

And public education is breaking down. The 
fact that it is breaking down on a national scale 
should be no solace anywhere. National break- 
down only makes the greater each individual 
community’s opportunity to distinguish itself by 
adequate planning and support for its teachers 
and schools. 
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Police Economy Under Study 

Facts speak, and the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners took notice. Last week the Governmen- 
tal Research Institute proved with FBI statistics 
that the officer force and civilian staff of our 
Police Department are manned far out of line 
with the police establishments in other large 
cities. The board has responded in commend- 
able spirit by inviting Mayor Kaufmann and the 
city’s financial experts to attend its next meet- 
ing to discuss possible economies. Of course, 
economies are possible, and reduction of over- 
staff is probably only one of them. 

Why did the department’s personnel grow so 
large before over-staffing came to the board's 
notice? Perhaps the board has not given enough 
study to routine police-management information 
from other cities. Non-professional administrators 
--and Police Board members are non-profession- 
als—should make special efforts to obtain all the 
management information they need. If they do, 
the board should not be embarrassed again by 
comparisons reflecting on police economy in St. 
Louis, 
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Plain Fraud in Nanking 

The constitutional convention which Chiang 
Kai-shek has opened in Nanking is a fraud. The 
Chinese Democratic League, the most repre- 
sentative political body in China, announces that 
any of its component parties that attends the 
conference will be automatically expelled. 

The meaninglessness of the convention is im- 
plicit in a single sentence in the UP dispatch: 
“Nearly all the seats were occupied by Kuomin- 
tang members, the remaining 5 per cent being 
taken by minority parties.” 

So that is Chiang Kai-shek’s idea, and the 
Kuomintang’s idea, of representative govern- 
ment! Ninety-five per cent of the convention 
is the corrupt, authoritarian party whose sole 
rule the constitutional convention is ostensibly 
called to end. 

The Kuomintang expects by this shallow farce 
to set up a “constitutional, representative” gov- 
ernment behind which it will continue to rule, 
It hopes that with the protection of a demo- 
cratic facade it will be ineradicable. 

The Chinese fascists who are attempting this 


strange delusion of the world must believe—or 
at any rate hope—that other nations are gullible 
indeed. The pretense will not work. The fraud 
is too obvious. Chiang would do better to call 


it off, and having done so, resign himself to a 


genuine effort to give China the representative 


Government which was the objective of the revo- 
lution he espoused. 
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The Showdown 


President Truman is at last convinced, as Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and President Wilson reluctant- 
ly became convinced before him, that it is not 
possible to deal with John L. Lewis on the basis 
of reason and compromise, and accordingly he 
has called for a showdown. P 

At the 3300 mines over the country, United 
States Marshals have posted signs telling the 
miners, “Your contract with the Government re- 


mains effective, as it very plainly says, for 
‘the period of Government possession.’ The Gov- 
ernment and all the people of the country ex- 
pect the miners to honor the contract and to 
mine the coal which the nation needs.” Mean- 
while, taking the aggressive, the Government has 
obtained a court order requiring Lewis to keep 
his men at work pending arguments on a per- 
manent injunction. 

When President Wilson in 1919 and President 
Roosevelt in 1943 called Lewis's hand, he gave 
in. Whether he will give in now or defy the 
Government remains to be seen, but it is well 
that the issue is drawn. If one man can defy 
the Federal Government in an hour of economic 
crisis, it is time that we know it and prepare to 
erect the needed safeguards to order and author- 
ity. 

It is true that coal cannot be mined by bayonets, 
And it would be unfortunate if, in enforcing the 
terms of the Smith-Connally Act, John L. Lewis 
were made a martyr even to a devoted few. 

But Lewis cannot be made a martyr in the 
eyes of very many. His use of the nation’s dire 
necessity during the war—and now in postwar 
struggle against inflation—to gain special advan- 
tage for himself and his own group denies him 
the role of martyr and brands him as a selfish 
demagogue. 

He is not acting now as the friend of labor or 
of the average man. If the United Mine Work- 
ers start a new round of production-killing strikes, 
the cruel fist of inflation will strike harder than 
ever and will strike hardest at the people Lewis 
should be most interested in protecting and be- 
friending. 

In freezing existing supplies of coal and issu- 
ing orders as to how they shall be conserved and 
rationed, President Truman seeks to prepare the 
nation for the worst. If John Lewis can read 
the temper of the public toward labor problems 
in general, and toward himself in particular, that 
worst will not come. He will bow to the Govern- 
ment and to public opinion and accept the fair 
offer of arbitration that has been extended him, 
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One-Third Short 


A word is in order for the volunteer workers 
in the Community Fund drive. They met today 
for their final reports confronted by a lag of ap- 
proximately one-third between contributions and 
their goal—a shortage of about $1,500,000. ThéSe 
volunteer workers have given generously to the 
fund not only in money but also in time. For 
most of them the last three weeks has been the 
Community Fund and little else. The failure to 
make the goal ig no proper measure of their 
work, 

Shortages in every division would seem to sug- 
gest that there is a post-war reaction to giving 
for welfare and charitable purposes.

adhe movement by Missouri Valley Governors 
to ask Congress for legal status for the Missouri 
Basin Inter-Agency Committee means only one 
thing: That “advisory” members of the commit- 
tee are tiring of their futility and want Congress 
to give them authority to enforce their demands.

There has been much speculation con- 
cerning another World War. World Report 
presents herewith a brief analysis of how 
such a war might start, how it probably 
would be fought and what its outcome 
Would be, 

We may consider a period of five or 10 
years from now. It is assumed that the 
present alignment of nations continues and 
that Russia maintains a dominant influence 
in Eastern Germany; that Russia has con- 
tinued to co-operate, in the UN and the 
peace settlement, on the minimum level] at 
which an open break can be avoided. 


It is assumed that Russia has made in- 
tensive effort to recover from her war dam- 
age, to develop her economy, self-sufficien- 
cy and military strength, to consolidate the 
Soviet world—and to advance the spread of 
Communism. It is further assumed that 
Russia will have refused to accept effec- 
tive control of atomic energy and will have 
attained considerable success in the de- 
velopment of new weapons. 


In this situation the United States and 
Great Britain will have tended more and 
more toward effective co-operation. Reluc- 
tantly and not too effectively, they will 
have maintained the basis of their military 
power. In general, the recovery of the West- 
ern world will have been more rapid than 
that of Russia, 


Clash in the Middle East 


A world situation of this kind would not 
mean that war is inevitable. But should 
war come, it probably would start in one 
of two ways. 

The Middle East is the area in which 
Russian policy would be most apt to over- 
reach itself and bring on an armed conflict. 
Should this involve a definite move toward 
the Persian Gulf, or against Turkey and 
the Dardanelles, it is to be assumed that it 
would be opposed by the combined forces 
of the United States and Britain, acting for 
themselves or on behalf of the UN, 


It seems probable that the Western pow- 
ers, realizing Russia’s basically invulnerable 
position, would attempt to limit the con- 
flict and would strive to reach a military 
decision as to the division of .power in the 
Middle East without a world-wide war. The 
outcome would depend principally on the 
readiness of the British and Turkish forces 
when Russia struck. The advantage would 
be with Russia, and, while it probably could 


not overrun all of the Middle Fast, any . 
“settlement” would undoubtedly find Rus- 
sia’'s position greatly improved. 
March to the West 

But we are principally concerned with a 


hypothetical major war deliberately planned 
by Russia, There is an idea that such a 
war would start with a surprise attack with 
atomic bombs, and that the United States 
would thus be “knocked out of the war.” 
There is scant basis for this idea, however. 
It is highly improbable that Russia wovwld 
have a stock of bombs greater than the 
Western powers. It also is very improbable 
that either would have sufficient bombs to 
“knock out” the other, in the face of tech- 
nical difficulties of delivery against worth- 
while targets. 

It seems probable that should Russia de- 
liberately undertake a major war of con- 
quest, it would first strike against Western 
Europe. The Soviet armies would have to be 
stopped, if stopped at all, by men fighting 
on the ground—and this could-not be done. 


As soon as Russia struck, the United 
States would. prepare to fight for its life. 
The Western powers, particularly the Unit- 
ed States, would have to make a basic de- 
cision whether to use the available new 
weapons in an endeavor to save Western 
Europe, or to conserve them for the deci- 
Sive struggle to follow. 


If our estimate of Russian capabilities 
is correct, Western Eurgpe soon would be 
in Soviet hands, However, Russia by that 
time would be vastly extended, and perhaps 
extensively damaged in its industrial ca- 
pacity at home. Russia certainly would find 
it necessary to develop her. hard-won con- 
trol of Westeé®f@Europe. 


Battle of the Atlantic 


During this period of attempted consoli- 
dation, self-preservation would dictate that 
the Western powers, while developing their 
maximum strength for the final decision, 
should do allin their power to prevent Rus- 
Sia from organizing Europe against them. 


Russia might develop a submarine fleet, 
but in the long run United States and Brit- 
ish sea and air power would nullify its ef- 
fectiveness. With unlimited control of the 
sea and much of the air in the Atlantic, 
the Western powers would have a great 
advantage, They should be able to bring 
their new weapons to bear to prevent Rus- 
sia’s construction of a navy and develop- 
ment of the ports necessary for the gigantic 
enterprise of crossing the Atlantie. 


Russia’s use of new weapons against the 
United States would be restricted to trans- 
ocean or transpolar attack—which, certain- 
ly at the time we are considering, would 
have definite limitations. 

But, even with an all-powerful navy and 
some superiority in the air, the United 
States could not overrun a Western Europe 
occupied and defended by Russia, much 
Jess successfully invade Russia proper. 


Murder at Long Range 


Similarly, Russia, even if able to build 
a substantial navy in Western Europe, 
would find it beyond her power to cross the 
Atlantic and to invade America. Sugges- 
tions that either nation could conquer the 
other by invasion from the air are not 
worthy of serious consideration, Nor would 
it be practicable for either seriously to 
threaten the other across the Pacific or 
by way of Alaska. 

We should thus have the two halves of 
a supposedly civilized world, separated by 
oceans—each striving further to enlarge its 
powers of destruction, each capable of in- 
flicting damage, but neither capable of de- 
stroying or conquering the other. 

Europe would be in a state of destruc- 
tion, far worse than in World War II, with 
much of it under continuing bombard- 
ment from the West with a view to deny- 
ing it to Russia as a base against the 
Americas. The Soviet and Western worlds 
in effect would find themselves in a state 
of colossal stalemate, with civilization dying 
by degrees as the struggle continued.

PRINCIPLES OF CO.OPERATIVE MEDICINE. by Michael 

A. Shadid. (Co-operative League of the U. S. A. 

Chicago.) 

Co-operative health plans are a compro- 
mise between competitive medicine and 
state medicine, with the advantage of both 
and none of their drawbacks, says Dr. 
Michael Shadid, founder of the Co-operative 
Community Hospital at Elk City, Okla., one 
of the first “co-op” hospitals in the United 
States His book is designed as a hand- 
book for organizers of co-operative hospi- 
tals and a textbook on methods. 

Dr, Shadid's views on this subject arise 
out of his personal experience at Elk City. 
Shadid objects to the present. organization 
of the medical profession as inadequate and 
costly. He says the doctor under this sys- 
tem is now a “tradesman” in the position 
of “peddling cures,” whereas disease pre- 
vention must become the chief function of 
the profession if disease is to be overcome.

ICHES are piled high in this 
R country, and there are also 

great heaps of waste which we 
can ill afford. One big waste that 
occurs in most of our kitchens is 
heat. Take a look at most of the 
top-of-the-stove cooking, Either 
gas or electricity is turned entirely 
too high. If far less heat were 
used, the job would be done just 
as quickly and in most cases bet- 
ter done, Most foods respond bet 
ter to the application of low heat. 
Then, waste in oven cooking i8 
still greater, Many women peck 
and peek and often let the oven 
door stand ajaw while they debate 
whether ta turn the cooking food 
around in the oven, to remove or 
put a cover on, etc. 

When the oven door is open, 
heat flies out with the speed of a 
fast-moving bird. In a few sec- 
onds the inside temperature can 
drop 50 to 100 degrees. 
thermometer and see, This cools 
the oven and food off to a point 
where cooking cannot proceed in 
a normal way. Yet the heat con- 
sumed is far greater than it should 
be. This can all be avoided by 
making up one’s mind before 
opening oven door, then move 
quick, quick, quick! Experienced 
cooks control their cooking so that 
their foods get little or no inter- 
ruption during the cooking proc- 
ess. They know their stoves and 
how to operate and care for them 
so. they will perform efficiently. 

Apple Cobbler. 

One quart sliced tart cooking 
apples, one half cup sugar, one 
tablespoon lemon juice, one cup 
all-purpose flour, one half tea- 
spoon salt, one and one fourth tea- 
spoons baking powder, one fourth 
cup shortening, one half cup milk 
minus one tablespoon. 

Peel, and quarter core apples. 
Cut quarters into slices. Add sugar 
and lemon juice to apples and mix 
thoroughly. Turn apples into but- 
tered deep pie dish, Sift flour, 
measure and resift with salt and 
baking powder, Cut in shortening 
with a pastry blender of two 
knives and add milk all at once, 
stirring with a fork until dough 
clings together. Pat or roll out 
dough to one-fourth-inch thickness 
and place it on top of fruit mix- 
ture. Trim edges and cut a design 
in center for steam to escape. Bake 
in a hot oven (450 degrees F.) for 
15 minutes, reduce heat to mod- 
erately slow (350 degrees F.) and 
continue baking until apples are 
cooked through, about 20 minutes. 
Plain pastry may be used instead 
of biscuit dough for crust. Serve 
warm, Five servings. 

Note: For an attractive surface 
on crust, brush with one egg yolk 
beaten with two tablespoons milk 
before baking.

Add one-half 
pound ground calf's liver, one-half 
teaspoon seasoning salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt and saute lightly for 
three minutes. Add one can vege- 
table soup and one and a half cups 
hot water and bring to a boil, Turn 
heat low and simmer for three 
minutes, Garnish with parsley. 
Serves four.

Learn Why 
Baby Cries, 
Says Doctor 


By Herman N. Bundesen,

T is as natural for a mother to 
J wan to comfort a crying babe 
for the baby itself to 
cry—and that is the most natural 
and normal thing in the world, 

Indeed, the first thing expected 
of a baby when he enters the 
world is crying, and this first cry 
is one of the most important acts 
of his life because it means that 
breathing has started. The more 
vigorous the crying, the better the 
doctor is pleased, for a _ good 
strong cry at birth usually means 
that the various changes which 
occur during the first few weeks 
of life will take place satisfac- 
torily.

AS THE CHILD grows older, cry- 
ing is used to express hunger, 
grief, pain, annoyance, and dis- 
tress. It is the baby’s only way 
of saying that something is wrong 
and it should always receive at- 
tention, Many mothers of today 
are puzzled by the conflict be- 
tween their own impulses to com- 
fort the baby and the instructions 
they are sometimes given not to 
“spoil” the child by picking it up 
every time it cries. 

Doctors today are much less 
sure than they were 25 years ago 
that letting the baby “cry it out” 
by himself is a good thing. The 
mother who gives the matter a 
little study can soon learn to tell 
why her baby is crying. Naturally, 
she should not allow him to be- 
come a little tyrant in this mat- 
ter, but most doctors are agreed 
that if a little fondling will quiet 
crying for which no evident cause 
can be found, it will do no harm 
to pick the child up and soothe 
him. The important thing is to 
draw the line between over-cod- 
dling and giving baby the love and 
affection he needs and must have 
for proper development. 

* -_ 

AT TIMES, the baby's crying 
may signify illness, Certain types 
of crying are so characteristic of 
different types of distress that 
old-time physicians often relied on 
the character of the cry to aid 
them in making a diagnosis. 

For example, they noted that 
the cry of a baby with pneumonia 
was suppressed and short. If the 
crying was loud and vigorous they 
knew that the baby did not have 
an lung disorder. Conditions affect- 
ing the meninges or lining mem- 
brane over the brain, causdd a 
}Nercing, screaming cry. If the 
crying was interrupted and re- 
sumed @fter short pauses, it might 
be due to an excessive amount of 
gas in the stomach or bowel. 

Of course, many other condi- 
tions might cause crying, such as 
blocking of the nasal passages, 
ear-ache, hunger, wet diapers, 
chilling, overheating and, of 
course, a pin sticking the baby. 
All are agreed that a healthy, com- 
fortable, and contented baby sel- 
dom cries. Therefore, if a baby 
cries too frequently, or if the 
mother cannot determine what is 
bothering the infant, the doctor 
should be consulted,
